The  intense  heat  and  increasing  scarcity 
of  water  rentiers  it  necessary  to  once  more 
appeal  to  the  authorities  to  do  something 
to  slop  the  shameful  waste  of  water  which 
i.s  going  on  in  this  city.  It  may  be  negli- 
gence, or  it  may  be  sheer  ignorance  and 
incapacity  which  is  the  cause  of  this,  but 
all  the  same  it  demands  immediate  atten- 
tion. We  know  that  some  of  the  automatic 
flushing  tanks  are  set  to  discharge  every 
live  minutes,  by  which  an  enormous  quan- 
tity of  water  is  needlessly  thrown  away. 
Other  houses,  we  are  informed,  are  pro- 
vided with  the  rudest  description  of  tanks 
which  have  no  provisions  whatever  for  shut- 
ting off  the  water  when  fuli,  and  there  is, 
in  consequence,  a  continual  overflow.  In 
some  of  the  cortigos,  also,  the  washerwomen 
are  accustomed  to  leave  the  taps  open  all 
day,  which  causes  another  waste.  AH  to- 
gether, a  very  large  part  of  the  water  sup- 
ply of  this  city  is  needlessly  wasted,  and  at 
the  very  moment  when  some  streets  are 
wholly  deprived  of  the  precious  liquid, 
and  when  the  heat  is  threatening  us  with 
fever.  Surely  something  ought  to  be  done 
at  once.  The  best  water  supply  in  the 
world  would  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
such  a  waste,  hence  the  need  ol  the  mo- 
ment is  not  that  of  new  sources,  but  of 
better  distribution.  There  must  be  a 
house  to  house  visitation,  and  a  check  on 
all  these  people  whose  negligence  and  ig- 
norance is  depriving  us  of  water  and 
threatening  us  with  fever. 


Another  emergency  affected  by  this 
really  criminal  waste  of  water  is  that  of 
watering  the  .streets.  We  know  that  one  of 
tiie  local  medical  authorities  has  decided 
thai  watering  the  streets  is  prejudicial  Lo 
health,  but  as  common  sense  and  experience 
are  against  him  we  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  his  conclusion  is  a  most  perilous 
mistake.  The  first  season  it  was  tried  we 
had  an  epidemic  of  mcesso perncioso,  caused 
largely  by  the  insupportable  heat.  Had 
the  streets  been  cooled  by  a  copious  water-' 
ing,  much  of  that  terrible  loss  of  life  would 
unquestionably  have  been  averted.  As  we 
are  now  experiencing  another  term  of  in- 
tense heat,  it  is  important  that  we  do  some-, 
thing  to  avoid  the  disastrous  effects  of  that 
first  experience.  A  certain  amount  of  sick- 
ness we  cannot  avoid,  but  we  certainly  can 
avoid  the  disastrous  effects  of  trying  to  live 
in  a  furnace.  The  prime  benefit  to  be  de- 
rived from  watering  the  streets  is  that  of 
reducing  the  temperature,  thus  enabling 
people  to  escape  extreme  heat  in  pursuing 
their  business,  and  enabling  those  living  in 
llie  city  lo  sleep  at  night.  Both  ol  these 
requisites  are  essential.  Another  benefit  is 
that  of  laying  the  dust.  And  this  is  not 
only  a  benefit  on  the  score  of  personal 
comfort,  but  it  is  an  immunity  from  the 
spreading  of  infectious  disease  by  means  of 
llie  dust  blown  about  by  every  breeze.  An 
Italian  scientist  has  discovered  that  trie  dust 
of  city  streets  is  full  of  these  disease  germs, 
which  taken  into  the  throat  and  kings  are 
dangerous  vehicles  of  spreading  contagion. 
In  our  opinion  it  i.s  most  important  to  have 
the  streets  frequently  and  thoroughly 
watered,  and  for  this  purpose  we  need  an 
abundant  supply  of  water.  In  the  interests 
of  comfort  and  of  health,  will  not  the 
authorities  have  this  matter  attended  to  at 
once. 


We  publish  elsewhere   the    statement    of 

three  young  Englishmen  in  regard  to 
abusive  treatment  at  the  hands-  ofihe  police, 
which  merits  prompt  attention  and  repar- 
ation, Were  such  an  abuse  lo  happen  to  a 
Brazilian  In  England,  he  would  have  all  the 
machinery  of  the  courts  at  his  disposal  in  an 
action  for  false  imprisonment,  and  he  would 
be  able  to  secure  not  only  substantial 
damages,  but  also  the  prompt  punishment 
of  the  policemen  wh'o  assaulted  him. 
Here  in  Brazil,  however,  an  action  for  false 
imprisonment  and  damages  is  entirely  out 
of  the  question.  The  police  official  is  never 
held  judicially  accountable  for  an  abuse  oC 
his  authority,  and  the  victim  of  his  brutal 
instincts  is  therefore  left  wholly  without  a 
remedy,  except  in  ease  of  a  foreigner  he 
appeals  to  his  own  government  for  protec- 
tion. Such  a  remedy,  of  course,  ought  not 
to  be  necessary  in  a  country  aspiring  to  a 
place  among  the  civilized  nations  of  the 
world,  lor  there  is  not  one  single  instinct  of 
justice  and  humanity  which  does  not  coun- 
sel immediate  reparation  for  outrages  of 
such  a  character.  In  this  case,  as  in  others 
before  noted,  we  regret  to  say  that  not  one 
single  step  has  been  taken  to  punish  the 
offenders  and  to  repair  the  injuries  done. 
We  have  yet  to  hear  of  the  first  case  where 
a  policeman  has  been  punished  for  mal- 
treating a  foreigner.  We  say  nothing  of 
the  low  grade  of  civilization  and  justice 
which  this  implies,  for  it  i.s  notour  purpose 
to  institute  comparisons.  We  are  aware 
that  there  are  many  Brazilians  who  deplore 
these  savage  excesses  and  would  be  glad  to 
have  them  remedied,  but  it  is  very  rare,  if 
ever,  thai  their  counsel  prevails.  In  view  of 
die  facts  in  this  case,  and  in  those  of  others 
which  have  been  noted  in  these  columns,  it 
is  full  time  that  some  effective  step  should 
be  taken  to  secure  the  foreigner  against 
further  brutalities  of  this  character.  If  pro- 
tests can  avail  nothing,  then  diplomacy 
must  be  appealed  to  for  protection,  else  the 
foreigner  will  be  thrown  upon  his  own 
resources.  In  the  latter  case  there  will 
result  a  conflict  which  cannot  fail  to  lead  to 
most  disastrous  consequences.  Once  for 
all,  be  it  said,  the  foreigners  resident  here 
will  not  submit  much  longer  to  these  savage 
outrages.  We  are  not  here  to  have  our 
ears  cut  off,  nor  to  be  treated  like  brutes  by 
such  men  as  compose  the  police  force  of 
this  city.  If  one  of  our  number  is  guilty  of 
an  offence  against  the  law  let  him  be  fined 
or  otherwise  punished  as  the  law  directs, 
but  let  us  have  an  end  to  this  infamous 
practice  of  bull-bailing  which  some  of  the 
chauvinist  police  officials  of  this  city  seem 
to  lake  so  much  delight  in.  Il  is  an 
amusement  which  can  easily  be  carried  too 
far. 


The  return  of  another  party  ol  English 
immigrants  to  this  city,  after  a  brief  and  un- 
satisfactory experience  in  the  interior, 
renders  it  necessary  to  again  call  attention 
to  the  miseries  which  immigrants  of  that 
nationality  are  sure  to  encounter  in  this 
country.  Conversing  with  a  prominent 
S.  Paulo  planter  a  few  days  since,  he  stated 
that  while  the  Italians  and  Germans  are 
doing  well  on  the  plantations,  more  or  less 
easily  adapting  themselves  to  the  conditions 
of  life  here  in  Brazil,  Llie  Englishmen  some- 
how fail  utterly.  They  complain  of  the 
heat,  of  the  sun,  of  the  woi'k,  of  the  food 
and  of  their  accommodations.  As  they 
cannot  speak  the  language  and  can  only 
communicate  their  wants  and  complaints 
through  an  interpreter,  misunderstandings 
follow  anil  the  immigrant  leaves  for  the 
city.  Il  may  lie  said,  though  we  were  not 
authorized  by  our  informant  to  say  so,  that 
the  Brazilian  planter  isas  much  disappointed 
and  disgusted  as  i.s  the  British  immigrant. 
He  prefers  the  Italian,  and  does  not  want 
the  Englishman.  In  this  we  arc  giving  the 
Brazilian  planter's  view  of  the  case.  That 
there  have  been  individual  cases  of  decep- 
tion and  hardship  no  one  will  deny,  but  it 
must  be  admitted  that  llie  general  opinion 
of  the  Brazilian  planter  that  Englishmen 
are  not  adapted  to  the  life  of  agricultural 
laborers  in  Brazil,  is  in  the  main  correct. 
Their  unreasoning  obstinacy,  also,  makes  it 
extremely  perilous  for  them  to  come  here. 
Nothing  could  be  more  dangerous  and 
foolish  than  their  returning  lo  this  city 
during  the  hot  season,  to  sleep  in  the  ,open 
air  ami  lo  wander  about  the  SLrccls  hi 
during  the  day,  for  it  is  almost  sure  ti 
to  lever  and  death.  Some  pitiable  cTe 
this  have  already  occurred,  and  more  are 
sure  to  follow.  But  they  will  come  in  spite 
of  every  warning,  and  they  will  not  accept 
work  unless  it  suits  them.     Sheer  charitable 


support  is  the  only  moans  of  relieving  their 
necessities,  anil  litis  is  quite  beyond  the 
means  of  so  small  an  English  colony, 
even  were  it  advisable.  The  situation  is 
critical,  pitiful  and,  at  the  same  time, 
censurable.  These  poor  people  were 
deceived  on  the  one  hand  into  coming,  and 
on  the  other  they  were  warned  against 
coming  by  their  own  government.  The}' 
chose  lo  come,  however,  and  now,  when 
it  is  too  late,  and  in  a  measure  owing  to 
their  obstinacy  and  inadaplibilily  to  such 
new  and  strange  conditions  of  life,  they 
find  themselves  adrift  in  a  fever  infected 
port,  destitute,  friendless  and  unable  to 
return  home,  If  they  are  to  lie  helped,  it 
must  he  done  by  this  or  their  own  govern- 
ment, or  through  some  extensive  and  organiz- 
ed charily,  for  our  local  means  are  utterly 
insufficient.  And  if  these  unfortunates  are 
helped  to  escape  the  consequence  of  their  own 
rashness  and  improvidence,  what  assurance 
have  we  that  the  same  emergency  will  nol 
have  to  be  met  again  a  month  ora  year  hence. 
The  only  sure  way  lo  slop  it  is  to  slop  the 
emigration  from  England,  and  that  involves 
political  responsibilities  which  no  govern- 
ment cares  to  assume,  The  British  govern- 
ment could,  however,  put  a  stop  to  tin: 
work  of  the  emigration  agents,  and  this 
should    he  done  at  once.

Alter  a  number  ol  meetings  of  sub- 
scribers for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the 
statutes  presented  by  the  committee,  to- 
gether with  the  amendments,  the  statutes  of 
the  proposed  Strangers1  I  lospital  were 
finally  adopted  on  December  17th  ult.  at  a 
meeting  held  at  tire  offices  of  Messrs.  I'hipps 
Bros,  k  Co.  These  statutes,  which  have 
been  drawn  up  in  Portuguese  10  meet  legal 
requirements,  in  which  the  subscribers  were 
most  efficiently  assisted  by  Dr.  Heitor  B.  Cor- 
deiro,  provide  for  a  "board  of  tr ttstees" [fundi- 
deres)  composed  of  all  persons,  or  linns, 
subscribing  5,000$,  or  more,  for  the  foun- 
dation fund  of  the  hospital,  in  which  is 
vested  the  ownership  and  control  of  the 
properly,  and  fur  a  general  association  ol 
subscribers,  comprising  all  subscribing  not 
less  than  50ft  per  annum  for  maintenance 
expenses,  in  which  is  vested  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  hospital.  The  general  over- 
sight and  administration  of  the  institution 
is  confided  to  a  board  of  direclois,  which  is 
authorized  to  engage  resident  -xwA  visiting 
physicians,  nurses,  superintendent,  stewards, 
etc.,  to  draw  up  bye-laws  for  the  internal 
government  ol  the  hospital,  and  to  perform 
any  and  all  other  duties  connected  will]  il. 
It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  have 
daily  visits  made  to  the  hospital  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection,  and  Lo  pav  all  current 
expenses  through  the  treasurer.  The  directors 
elect  a  president  and  treasurer  from  their 
own  number,  and  divide  themselves  into 
committees  for  the  special  work  of  llie  in- 
stitution. When  the  hospital  is  opened, 
they  will  provide  for  the  daily  visits  so  that 
each  director  will  serve  a  week  at  a  time  in 
regular  order. 

The  properly  selected  for  the  hospital 
is  an  old  chacara  at  the  end  of  Rua  tin 
Passagem,  Botafogo.  It  lies  well  above  the 
surrounding  houses,  is  located  within  its 
own  grounds  and  commands  a  line  view 
over  Botafogo  Bay.  Il  is  considered  lo  be 
an  exceptionally  fine  sile  by  the  sanitary 
authorities,  and  is  easily  accessible,  having 
a  carriage  road  up  lo  the  door.  The 
existing  buildings  can  easily  he  made  lo 
serve  as  a  hospital  for  the  summer,  after 
which  the  association  will  remodel,  rebuild 
and  extend  according  to  its  needs  and 
resources.  As  a  large  sum  of  money  will 
eventually  be  required  for  these  purposes,  it 
i.s  to  be  hoped  thai  the  friends  of  ihe 
institution  will  continue  to  solicit  contri- 
butions lor  iis  permanent  fund.

Although 
called  the  Strangers'  Hospital,  it  is  not 
designed  for  all  nationalities.  Thus  far 
only  Englishmen  and  Americans  have  con- 
tributed to  its  foundation,  but  it  is  designed 
to  extend  its  operations  somewhat  further 
as  soon  as  the  directors  can  determine  how 
far  their  resources  and  accommodations  will 
permit  them  to  go.
